Dispute Petween The Netherlands and
Portugal Becomes Acute.

TROUBLE STARTS IN SOUTH AFRICA

Withdrawal of Exequatar of Datch
Consul at Lorenso Marquer by
Portugal the Oveawlon for
Present Quarrel,

LIBHON, Dee. 7.~The minister of The
Netherlands to Portugal and the Portuguese
minister at The Hague have left thelr re-
spective posts, It s belleved a difference

to tho Dutch consul at Lorenzo Marques,
which the Portuguese government has with-
drawn,

Tenslon betwoen Portugal and Holland
appears to hove been emphasized, perhaps
not altogethier unintentlonnliy, by Lthe pe-
cullar warmth of King Charles’ toast to
Queen Vietoria at the banguet glven yester-
day eveming at the Royal palace to Viee
Admiral Bir Harry Holdsworth Rawson and
the officers of the British fleet now in the
river Tagus, and by the telegram which the
king wfterward dispatched to Victorla,
thanking her majesty for sending the fest
and for the frieadship thus demonstrated.

“l beg to recurd,” telegraphed the king.
“my great-satisfaction at the frank and
Io:;ul alllance uniting England and Portu-
gal.

In the course of hia apesch, when he
toastod Queen Vietoria, the king sald among
other things;

“Eunglund has often saved the efforts and
glorles of Portugal. Our mutual friendship
snd close allinnce are strengthensd by his-
tory and the blood shed together In causes
which have always been just.”

Admiral Rawson replied that the words
of the king harmonized with the thoughts
of the government and people of Great
Dritaln.

MADRID, Dee, 7.—The Imparcial says it
conglders the rupture of relations between
Holland and Portugal to be very serlous.
It adds that it wow due to the Intrigues of
Gieat Britaln, further asserting that Portu-
gnl I8 now under the tutelage of Lord Salls-
bury.

SHAREHOLDERS SHOW WRATH

Londoners Interested in  Stratton’s
vindependence” Mine Express
Thelr Anger in Meeting.
LONDON, Dec. 7.—A meeting of people
{nterested Iu Stratton’s Independence mine
today attrancted an immense attendance of
sharoholders, who passed n vote of no con-
fidence In the board of directors, after one
of the stormiest city mostings on record.
The whole meeting was disorderly, The

NO LACK OF CONFIDENCE

Freneh Chamber of Deputies Refauses
to Investigate Charges of Cruelty
in CUoloniens.

PARIS, Dee, 7.—The Chamber of Depu-
tles today rejected a motlon providing for
a Parliamentary Inquiry into slavery and
cruelty in the French colonies.

The premier, M. Waldeck-Rousseau, de-
nounced the opposition’s tactics of con-
stantly bringing up varlouscharges against
administrative oMeials, He sald a com-
mittes of inquiry would be tantamount to
putting the entire colonial administration
on the stand and, he added, the govern-
ment would not retain power for a moment
with such a price. He regarded the matter
a# one of confildence. The motion was then
defeated by a vote of 409 to 116,

The Senate adopted the naval bill after
o short dlscusslon. Senator Cambos, con-
servative republican, representing the
Charente-Inferieure, urged the bullding of
twenty additlional crulsers te prey upon
Great Britaln's commerce in cnse of war,

The minister of marine, M. de Lanessan,
replied that the number of erulsers pro-
jected In the present bill would suffice for
France's needs. General Merclier then rose
and alluded to his speech of December
4, when he urged training the arfy in em-
barkation drills so as to be ready for an
tovasion of England, He sald he'was un-
able to understand the sensation hls re-
marks had produced. He did not desire
war with England, but he thought 1t the
duty of the government to provide for such
an eventuality. He repudiated any inten-
tlen to sppear aggressive toward Great
Britaln.

Tempest in London Teapot.

LONDON, Deo. 7.—The SBaturday Review,
which devotes a page to a savage criticlsm
of President McKinley's hopeful view of
the future of the Phillppines, na oxpressed
in his message to congress, dismisses the
preeldent’'s  statement with the assertion
that it does not contaln & shred or tittle
of truth. The writer guotes from ¥Fred-
erick H, R, Sawyer, author of geveral works
on the Philippines, and cltes particularly
bls reference to the hideous orgle of mur-
der, plunder and slave trading In Mindanao.

CALMLY TELLS STORY OF FATAL STRUGGLE

Declares that Mrs. Osstle Was Responsible
for Her Own Awful Death,

DEAD WOMAN ACCUSED OF USING RAZOR

Defendant Blashed Her Viotim Only to Bave
Her Own Life.

JURY LISTENS WITH ABSORBED ATTENTION

Calm Demeanor of the Prisoner on
Trinl Exeltes the Wonder of Court
nnd Spectmtors, Whe Are
Visibly Affected.

ELDORADO, Kan, Dec, 7.—Jensle Morel«
son today took the stand in her own de-
fense and in a quiet, determined manner
told awinutely of her relations with Olln
Castlo before his marriage and as ecalmly
pietured the seena ot the Custle houns dur-
Ing the blovdy rough-and-tumble fight with
Mra. Castle. Bhe proved an unexpectedly
Birang witnesa.

Mika Morrnison approsched the witness
chalr pale and trembling and began her tes-
timony with an effort. As she procended
she galned confldenco and related her story
without hesitation. She denled most of
the damaging testimony adduyced by the
prosecution.  She flatly denled many of the
slatementa made on the stand by Olin Cas-
tle, declnred that he bad tried to make Mrs.
Cantle jenlous and that Mrs. Castle had
fiaunted her husband's acts in her face,
On the day of the tragedy, she declared,
Mrs. Costle had called her Into the house
as ehe wos passing, had accused Miss Mor-
rison of trying to separate her and Castie
and when she denled it called her a llar.
Mre. Castle had, the witness deelared, em-
phaticully, begun the fight, slashing her
with tho razor agaln and again and com-
pelling the defondant to attack her antag-
onist in mself-defenae,

During her thrilling recltal of the two
women roHing over one another on the floor
in their combat the spectators riveted thelr
eyes upon Miss Morrison. In all her tes-
timony Miss Morrinon was direet nfd posl-
tive. Nevor once dld she Nlpch and at only
one time, durlng the cross-examination,
did she ghed a tear. It had been feared,
even by the defense, that she would break
down during the cross-examination. The
state did not succeed In making her con-
tradict any materinl polot in her testimony.

The first part of Miss Morrison's testl-
mony contradicted much that Castle had
gald on the stand, It Adisclosed, however,
nothing sensationnl. At first her volce was
harsh, but it afterward became more moft
and was very low,

Witness sald she had known Castle since
July, 1807, when she began to work In the
racket store where he wad employed and
that she hand known Mrs. Castle for about
six years before her death. During the
summer of 1800 Castle had come to see her
at her brother-in-law's house from one to
three times a week and had taken her rid-
ing frequently., He had written her a letter
while he was at Whitewater and she had
answered it. She told about golag to Ex-
celalor Bprings last January and of Castle's
asking to come to ses her on the night be-
fore she went away

would fix him?" was asked.

Witness declared that she had met Castle
in front of his houss one night at 11 o'clock,
as he had testified, and had demanded an
interview. Her brother had, sho said,
taken her from & fricnd’s house at 10 o'clook
and she wus abed at 11 o'clock. Bhe denled
having taken any razor from the racket
slore.

Then,in reply to questlons, Miss Morrison
related all the occurrences of the day of the
fatal quurrel with Mrs. Caste. Bhe bad
viaited Mrs. Davis and on her way home
bhad passed the Castle house, BShe ecarried
